2, The members of the Netaji Enquiry Committee intimated to 

this Mission that they would prefer to have split rates of Daily 
Allowance with hotel accommodation paid directly by the Government; 
Under the existing orders vide Ministry of External Affairs letter 
No.F.2(65)EIl/55 dated 20th December 1955> read with the Ministry of 
Finance Office Memorandum No.F.2(l1 )E(Coord)/55 dated 10th November 
1955, the members are normally entitled to the following 
accommodation 

(i) Chairman of the delegation - same accommodation as ary officer 
of the rank of Joint Secretary and above and heads of Indian 
Missions abroad i.e. if a separate sitting room is not availble 
except by taking a suite - a suite comprising one double-bed 
room with bath and sitting room for a maximum rent ¥ 7,000 per day* 


(ii) Shri S.N.Maitra, I.C.S.j Formerly Chief Commissioner, Andaman & 

Nicobar Islands - at least the same accommodation as for a Grade I Govt, 
officer, i.e. single-bed room with attached bath for a maximum ceil- 
ing rental of ¥ 3 >000 per day. 

(iii) Non-official members of the delegation - same accommodation as for 
a Grade I officers of the Government of India as stated above. 


The heads of missions have powers to sanction excess expenditure upto 
105& of the ceiling in special circumstances. 

3. It was not possible to secure a sitting room without engaging 

a suite. A suite was therefore booked in the name of the Chairman of 
the Committee with effect from J+th May 1956 at the rate of ¥ 6,000 per day 
plus IQSf compulsory service charges. For the Stenographer attached to the 
Chairman a single bed room without bath was booked for ¥ 1 ,800 per day plus 
10S6 compulsory service charges. Both these are within the prescribed scale.

However in the case of the other members of the Committee 
due to difficult hotel situation we had to engage double bed 
rooms for ¥ 3 >600 per day, equivalent to Rs 4?/l 0/-, plus 1 0% 
compulsory service charges, as no accommodation of suitable 
status was available within ¥ 3 >000 per day. 

5. It is requested that the renting of the hotel accommodation 

in excess of the ceiling rentals may kindly be regularised by 
Government sanction.
